Delegates  Disagree 


MOSCOW  (AP)  - Communist 
delegates  from  67  countries  again 
failed  to  overcome  sharp 
differences  in  preparations  for  a 
world  Communist  conference, 
frequently  postponed  since  last 
November  and  now  scheduled  for 
June  5. 

A Soviet  communique  published 
Sunday  in  the  Communist  party 
organ  Pravda  said  another 
preparatory  meeting  will  be  held  in 
Moscow  May  23.  A five-day 
meeting  that  ended  Saturday  was 
to  have  been  the  “final” 
preparatory  session. 

Romanian  objections  to  the 
Kremlin’s  anti-China  policy  were 


said  to  have  been  the  primary 
obstacle  that  caused  the  latest 
postponement  of  the  conference 
from  May. 

The  comrtiunique  said  the 
delegates  to  last  week’s  meeting 
“expressed  their  points  of  view,” 
Communist  jargon  meaning  final 
agreement  was  not  reached. 

The  communique  also  invited 
“all  Communist  and  workers 
parties  to  take  part  in  the 
forthcoming  meeting”— apparently 
an  appeal  to  Yugoslavia,  Cuba, 
North  Vietnam,  North  Korea, 
Albania  and  China,  which  have 
boycotted  the  preparatory 
meetings.
